To the inhabitants of the Town of New Castle, in said County of Rock- 
ingham, in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said New 
Castle, on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March, next, at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To hear the reports of agents, officers, committees, boards 
and others heretofore chosen and to pass any vote in relation thereto. 


2. To choose all necessary town officers for the year ensuing. 
The polls for the election of town officers will open at ten of the clock, 
in the forenoon and shall not be closed before six of the clock in the 
afternoon. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and to make appropriation for the 
same. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
incur temporary loans in anticipation of the taxes for the year 1962, 
upon the credit of the Town, and issue its notes therefor in accordance 
with the Municipal Finance Act. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount to be made 
to those persons who shall pay their taxes within a reasonable time 
after they receive notice of the taxes assessed against them and to fix 
the amount of such discount and the time within which such discount 
shall be allowed. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to participate with the other 
towns and cities in the area in the advertising, promotional and pub- 
licity activities of the New Hampshire Seacoast Regional Development 
Association as authorized by law and to raise and appropriate the 
necessary sum of money therefor. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to accept Town Road Aid from 
the State for the construction of town roads and to raise and appro- 
priate the necessary sum of money therefor. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Ordinances 
and Regulations as follows: 


SECTION 1. Eliminate the words Beach or Recreational Dis- 
trict and substitute instead Oceanside and Beach District so that 
Section 1 shall now read as follows: 


The town is hereby divided into four areas as shown upon a 
zoning map dated, 1951, hereby incorporated by reference and 
made a part hereof. 


Such areas shall be designated as: A. Residential District. 
B. Commercial District. C. Oceanside and Beach District. D.In- 
dustrial District. 


SECTION II. Eliminate the entire present sub-section C and 
substitute instead a new sub-section C as follows: 


Oceanside and Beach District shall be a further restriction on 
Residential District wherein Oceanside and Beach District 
area Shall allow only one single family unit with other apper- 
tenances on one acre of land. 


SECTION III. On District Boundaries, eliminate the entire 
present sub-section C concerning boundaries and insert instead 
the following sub-section C: 


For the time being the Oceanside and Beach District is bound- 
ed and described as follows: Commencing at the junction of 
Wentworth Road with the Town Landing and Walbach Street 
and running in a southeasterly direction by the Town Land- 
ing to the Piscataqua Harbor or Atlantic Ocean; thence run- 
ning southerly by the shoreline of New Castle to the southeast 
corner of the United States Government Reservation known 
as Fort Stark at its junction with Little Harbor; thence run- 
ning in a general westerly and northwesterly direction along 
the shore of Little Harbor to the southern boundary of Went- 
worth Road, so called; thence following the southerly bounda- 
ry of Wentworth Road to the point of beginning. 


SECTION IV. On Regulations Governing Districts, eliminate 
the entire present sub-section B and substitute instead therefor 
the following sub-section B: 


In the Oceanside and Beach District the following regulations 
shall be in force: 


1. The same regulations shall apply as those governing 
Residential District except there shall be only one single 
family dwelling with other appurtenances to each acre of land 
but not applicable to homes presently established or their 
replacements, 


2. These zoning regulations shall apply and be effective over 
any area owned by the United States Government immediately 
at the time such area shall no longer be owned by the United 
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States Government. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to demolish and raze the old 
school and Town Hall building on Cranfield Street and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500.00 for this purpose. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to sell the land now owned by 
the Town being the same premises upon which the old school and town 
hall stands. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Ordinances relating 
to the collection and disposal of rubbish and garbage as follows: 


Amend Paragraph 38 (c) by striking out the present section 
which reads as follows: 


3 (c) garbage shall be placed in separate containers or cans 
and inserting in its place the following: 


3 (c) garbage shall be placed in plastic or metal containers 
with tight fitting lids in order to prevent access thereto by 
animals. The lids shall be securely in place whenever the 
containers are set out for collection. 


Amend Paragraph 9 by striking out the present section which 
reads as follows: 


9. The Town collection system will collect the materials 
above specified on Monday in each week throughout the year 
and all material to be collected shall be placed on the edge of 
the highway by the owner thereof not later than 7:30 in the 
forenoon on such collection day. 


and inserting in its place the following: 


9. The Town collection system will collect the materials above 
specified on Monday in each week throughout the year and 
all material to be collected shall be placed on the edge of the 
highway by the owner thereof not later than 8:00 in the 
forenoon on such collection day and not earlier than 6:00 in 
the afternoon of the day before collection. 


12. On petition of Robert G. Kennedy and eleven others, to see 
if the Town will accept the following streets all as shown on Plan of 
Bos’n’s Hill, New Castle, N. H. dated July 1960, drawn by John W. 
Durgin, C. E.; the said streets having all been finished to grade and 
water lines and hydrants installed. 


Walton Road from Portsmouth Avenue to Bell Street 
Davidson Street from Locke Road to Ritson Street 

Locke Road from Walton Road to Bell Street 

Ritson, Street from Portsmouth Avenue to Davidson Street 
Bell Street from Walton Road to Locke Road 


13. Should the Town adopt Article 12, then to see if the Town 


will vote to accept the water mains laid in said streets, and authorize 
and empower the Water Commissioners to pay the sum of $150.00 per 
connected service thereon whenever said service is first connected. 


14. In the event of the adoption of Article 13, to see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate out of the water funds of said Town, 
the sum of $600.00 representing the amount which would now be due 
to Bernard and Kenneth Maxam under the provisions of Article 13. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to install a street light at or 
near the residences of Mr. Casso and Mr. Roberge. 


16. On petition of Richard Pennewaert and twenty-five others, 
to see if the Town will vote to declare the swamp that runs from Went- 
worth Road to Sandy Beach, formerly known as Thomas Walford’s 
Swamp, a public health menace, and to construct an appropriate drain, 
such as an 8’’ pipe, from this swamp to Sandy Beach to alleviate such 
menace and to appropriate the necessary sum of money therefor. (The 
cost estimate being $1,000.00) 


17. On petition of Alfred K. Woodman and sixteen others to grant 
permission of discussion and voting on the business of selling Bull 
Toad’s Pond to William Williams. 


18. Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to file 
in behalf of the Town an application (in form and manner required by 
the United States and in conformity with P. L. 560, 83rd Congress) 
and do whatever else may be required for an advance, in the amount 
of $5,000.00, to be made by the United States to the Town of New 
Castle to aid in defraying the cost of preliminary report and plan prep- 
aration for sewerage and sewage treatment facilities for the Town of 
New Castle. 


19. To see if the Town will authorize the construction of a water 
main from the end of our new 8” line on Portsmouth Avenue to join 
with the water main of the City of Portsmouth on Pierce Island or at 
some other point intermediate thereto agreeable to the said City of 
Portsmouth. (Submitted by the Water Commissioners) 


20. Should the Town vote to adopt the provisions of Article 19, 
then to see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum required for 
the construction of said water main not to exceed $75,000.00 and to 
raise the sum so appropriated by the issuance of serial bonds or notes 
payable in annual installments over not more than thirty years, in ac- 
cord with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act of the State of 
New Hampshire, the Board of Selectmen to negotiate and issue such 
bonds or notes and to determine the time and place of payment thereof, 
and the rate of interest thereon as they deem to be in the best interest 
of the Town. (Requested by the Water Commissioners) 


21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
negotiate the purchase of all or a part of the Camp Langdon Reserva- 


tion, from the Federal Government as represented by the General Ser- 
vices Administration. 


22. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a definite sum 
of money for the purpose of purchasing all or a part of Camp Langdon. 


23. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise said sum of money appro- 
priated under Article 22 by the issuance of notes or bonds under the 
terms of the Municipal Finance Act to finance the same, said bonds to 
be serial bonds to be repaid over a term of not to exceed twenty years, 
the time and place of payment and rate of interest to be determined 
by the Selectmen as they shall deem for the best interest of the Town.

relating to parking and traffic. ; 


Ordinance Concerning Parking and Traffic 


SECTION I. Parking Prohibited. 


Parking of vehicles shall be prohibited at all times in the 
following described streets and locations: 


1. Atkinson Street. Both sides from Main Street to Piscataqua 
Street. 

2. Cape Road. Both sides from Oliver Street westerly to the 
end thereof. 


3. Cranfield Street. Both sides, from Piscataqua Street to a 
point 150 feet northeasterly from its intersection with Main 
Street. 

4. Ocean Street. South side, from Wentworth Road to Hack- 
etts Passway. 

5. Piscataqua Street. Both sides, from Becker Lane to At- 
kinson Street. 

6. Piscataqua Street. South side, from Atkinson Street to 
Cranfield Street. 

7. River Road. Both sides, from Cranfield Street westerly 
300 feet. 

8. River Road. North side, from a point 300 feet westerly 
from Cranfield Street to a point 200 feet easterly from Oliver 
Street. 

uF River Road. Both sides, from Oliver Street 200 feet east- 
erly. 

10. Steamboat Lane. Both sides from Piscataqua Street to 
Atkinson Street. 

11. Walbach Street. Both sides, from Wentworth Road to 
Main Street. 


SECTION II. Speed Regulated. It shall be unlawful to oper- 


ate a motor vehicle at a speed greater than twenty miles per hour 
on the following streets: 


Cranfield Street from Piscataqua Street to Main Street. 
Ocean Street. 

Piscataqua Street. 

River Road. 

Walbach Street. 

Wild Rose Lane. 


SECTION III. Interfering with Snow Removal: 

It shall be unlawful to park any vehicle on any public street 
or highway in the Town of New Castle so that said vehicle 
interfers with snow plowing or snow removal operation of 
the Town. , 


SECTION IV. Penalty: 

Any person violating any provision of this ordinance shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shalf 
be liable to a penalty of not more than ten dollars for each 
offense. 


25. To transact such other business as may legally come before 
said meeting.

SELECTMEN’S 
ANNUAL LETTER — 1961 





To the Citizens: 


In our letter in the 1961 Town Report we mentioned that Camp 
Langdon might be offered for sale, and suggested that this prospect 
be given serious thought. The area is now for sale and the Town has 
sent an application for it to the General Services Administration. We 
believe that this is the most important problem before the Town at 
the present time. If the matter is not handled correctly, it could easily 
result in a 50-100% rise in our tax rate. We strongly urge that the 
proposed changes in the Zoning Ordinance be adopted. 


The Sandy Beach case is in the final stage of settlement. The Town 
lost the case. However, as a part of the settlement the Rands have 
agreed to give the Town a permanent easement of access and use of 
the beach. In view of this, it is the plan of the Selectmen to execute 
similar agreements with the other beach abutters, thereby providing 
access and use of the whole of Sandy Beach. Anyone interested in read- 
ing the full details of the decision will find copies of the Master’s 
Report in the Town Library. 


Regarding mosquito control, we joined the S. E. Mosquito Control 
Committee and received the benefit of professional advice from their 
qualified entomologists. Inspections and surveys were made of the 
towns in the area, including New Castle. We followed the recommen- 
dations and made weekly checks of all known mosquito breeding areas 
in the Town. During the season the hatches in the Town were negli- 
gible except for the salt water marsh along Lavenger’s creek in the 
center of the island and a couple of hatches in Bull Toads pond. Each 
time that larvae were found in these areas they were promptly sprayed 
with oil. 


Upon the entomologist’s advice we purchased a fogging machine 
and this seemed to be fairly effective for the first part of the season. 
The U. S. Department of Agriculture makes weekly checks of mosquito 
hatches in various areas and in the latter part of the season they re- 
ported that due to wet and steamy weather the hatch in this general 
area was 10 times normal. 


The entomologist pointed out that New Castle’s problem was not 
with home grown mosquitoes but with ‘‘foreigners’’ which could easily 
fly in from as far away as ten miles from the many hundreds of acres 


of marshland within their range. Mosquito control cannot be a local 
project to be effective but requires concerned effort over large areas. 
We welcome constructive suggestions.

To: School Board Members and Citizens of Supervisory Union No. 21 


The writer, in this, his first report to citizens of Supervisory Union 
No. 21, is providing information about this Union with the hope that 
it will be of interest to citizens and add generally to the understanding 
of educational organization within our state. 


There are seven elementary school districts and one Cooperative 
School District in this Supervisory Union. 


In September of 1961 there were 2,688 elementary pupils in grades 
1 - 8 inclusive in the towns of Hampton, Hampton Falls, New Castle, 
North Hampton, Rye, Seabrook, and South Hampton and 661 secondary 
students attending Winnacunnett High School, Cooperative School Dis- 
trict No. 6, from the towns of Hampton, Hampton Falls, North Hamp- 
ton, and Seabrook. It is of interest to note that the total of 3,349 pupils 
exceeds the total population of each of the several towns within the 
union except Hampton. . 


The organization of school’ districts into supervisory unions is re- 
quired by action of the State Legislature to provide educational super- 
vision and to ensure compliance with State Laws. The statutes require 
school board members within a supervisory union to meet between 
April 1 and June 1, annually, to choose a chairman, secretary, and 
treasurer of the supervisory union. Also at this meeting the joint board 
nominates a superintendent, if a vacancy exists, determines the super- 
intendent’s salary, and conducts such other business as may be nec- 
essary. 


Before January 1 the supervisory union board adopts a budget for 
the next fiscal year, which budget includes items necessary for the 
operation of the union. The budget is apportioned to the several parti- 
cipating districts according to a formula prescribed in the statutes. 
Each district is required to raise the apportioned amount at the next 
annual meeting of the district. 


Supervisory Union No. 21 provides supervisory and administrative 
services for 176 professional staff members, 14 secretaries, 18 custo- 
dians, and 20 cafeteria workers. Bookkeeping services are provided for 
transactions amounting to $1,791,126.00 as budgeted for the 1961-1962 
school year. 


The staff of your supervisory union office includes: a teacher con- 
sultant, an executive assistant to the superintendent, a bookkeeper and 


56 


two secretaries. This staff is exceptionally competent, and indeed it 
must be to provide the administrative services required for a union 
of this size. 


Miss Leota R. Whitcomb, Teacher Consultant of Supervisory 
Union No. 21 is a very able person. Her responsibilities are principally 
educational in nature. She works with individual teachers to improve 
instruction at the elementary level and assists the superintendent in 
many matters of educational significance. Curriculum (what we teach) 
and instruction (how we teach) are constant concerns of any school 
system. The why, when, where, and who also come under scrutiny, but 
the first two — content and method — are more subject to change as 
well as subject to demands for change by splinter~groups. If change 
is to result in better education there must be a study of all factors 
involved. 


During the school year 1960-61 a science curriculum guide for 
grades 7, 8, and 9 was completed and an arithmetic guide for grades 1 
through 6 entered the final editing stage. Both of these projects, begun 
under the leadership of Superintendent of Schools, C. M. Green, were 
carried on over a two-year period by committees of teachers, working 
with Teacher Consultant Whitcomb, and members of the State Depart- 
ment of Education. Each curriculum guide represents a thorough 
study of methods, materials, subject matter, and research, and each 
guide attempts to present the best thinking of those participating in 
the study. 


It is a function of the supervisory union office to encourage study 
which will promote change and improvement in our curriculum, but 
to the committee of teachers who devoted much outside time and effort 
to this work much credit is due. 


Because of these many changes in curriculum and instruction, 
it is important that we keep abreast of the best educational thinking. 
To this end the Teacher Consultant participates in many meetings, both 
within and without the Union. She frequently arranges for meetings 
of various staff groups, sometimes to share ideas within the group and 
sometimes to bring in new ideas. Many consultants have been invited 
to our schools in the past year —- reading specialists, consultants in 
mathematics, science, foreign languages, guidance, testing, and others. 


Through courses arranged by the Union Office, teachers have had 
opportunities to learn more about elementary school science, social 
studies, and mathematics, and about guidance, team learning, and 
audio-visual aids. With a large number of teachers enrolling in these 
courses our school system keeps alert and informed of latest methods 
and materials, and choosing the best from these, better education is 
offered to the boys and girls. 


Miss Edith Hammond has served this union as Executive Assistant 
to the Superintendent for eight years. School Board members are well 
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acquainted with the high quality of her work and the many hours re- 
quired to attend to the business affairs of the eight school districts. She 
has received national recognition and is presently serving her second 
year as President of the National Association, of Educational Secretaries, 
a Department of the National Education Association. Above and beyond 
the planning and correspondence involved with such a position, she has 
traveled from one side of the United States to the other twice within 
the past year. She attended the NAES Convention and Institute in 
Oregon in July, and the National Regional Meeting in California in 
November. As President she is frequently called upon as speaker at 
local and state meetings of Educational Secretaries, particularly in the 
Northeast area of the country; attends NEA Conventions as a delegate 
from her Association; and participates in the annual meeting of Pres- 
idents and Executive Secretaries of NEA Departments which is held 
in Washington, D. C. Her term as President will close with the annual 
convention in July to be held in Emporia, Kansas. 


Miss Marjorie Lord competently prepares payroll manifests total- 
ing approximately $1,026,300.00 annually as well as other transactions 
for the eight school districts. 


Two secretaries, Mrs. Jean Lovejoy and Mrs. Judy Batchelder 
effectively handle the volume of correspondence, reports, and general 
office routine, that one finds in a busy office. The secretarial work of a 
union office is quite different from most other offices and the training 
and experience these staff members have acquired is of considerable 
value to the supervisory union. .

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The total population of Supervisory Union No. 21 increased from 
9,247 to 14,893 — a per cent increase of 61.1 — while the school 
population increased from 1,580 pupils to 3,395 — a per cent increase 
of 114.9. The total population increase is conspicuous, but one may also 
note that pupils attending public schools make up a significantly 
greater per cent of the total population, in 1960 than did the pupils 
in 1950. Nearly one in every four of the total population is a public 
school pupil in 1960. 

The citizens of these several towns should indeed be complimentea 
for having provided the additional classrooms, staff and materials re- 
quired by such rapid growth. Additional pupils is one reason for in- 
creased cost for education.. 

It is relatively an easy matter to show population growth, but the 
matter of improved quality of instruction is far more difficult to treat 
objectively. One thing is certain —- there has been lively activity in 
the “‘pursuit of excellence’’ during recent years and there is every in- 
dication that such activity should continue. 

The key to quality instruction is as it always has been, a quality 
staff. One of the most important functions of the supervisory union 
office is the recruitment and selection of competent teachers. Person- 
nel practices must facilitate the retention of able staff members and 
provide for the removal of ineffective personnel. 


Much progress has and is being made toward improved quality 
of instruction. Television is being used to make superior teachers avail- 
able to many pupils, improved audio-visual aids are used to liven teach- 
er presentations, team teaching is being tried as a promising new method 
of instruction, large group instruction and team learning are being used 
experimentally in some schools, and increased guidance services to 
assist students in the selection of courses appropriate to their 
capabilities. 

The writer wishes to acknowledge the cooperation which Super- 
intendent C. M. Green provided during the transfer of administrative 
responsibility. It is to his credit that the Supervisory Union is well 
organized and that the transfer of responsibilities presented no unusual 
difficulties. 

In the report an attempt has been made to acquaint citizens with 
the structure, functions, and staff of the supervisory union office. The 
reader will find information relative to developments within the par- 
ticular school district in the Principal’s report. 

The writer is sincerely appreciative of the many kindnesses ex- 
tended to him and he pledges his best efforts to the responsibilities 
and duties of this office.

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SCHOOL NURSE'S 
R N REPORT 


February 1961 to February 1962 


The careful supervision of New Castle children by parents and 
family physicians results in a higher than average over-all health 
record. This was confirmed at the annual medical examinations in 
March when no serious health defects were found in any of the sixty 
children examined. The school nurse, when reporting minor defects, 
has always found parents cooperative and anxious to carry on any 
follow-up indicated. 


While conducting visual acuity tests last Spring, it was discovered 
that nine children needed follow-up examinations. Four of these now 
are wearing glasses. 


The school nurse inspected more than a hundred students last year. 
This is necessary if a child is absent from school more than three days 
in succession. Many of these absences were due to the epidemics of 
Mumps and German Measles that continued for more than six weeks 
last February and March. 


In October, the teachers, school nurse and custodian had tuberculin 
patch tests or chest X-rays. This was to comply with the rule that per- 
sons coming in contact with school children must be checked every 
year. These were negative aS were the 72 children previously tested. 


In December, a team of dental hygienists, with the approval of the 
New Hampshire Dental Association and the local School Board, offered 
a fine program at our school. For a small fee, the teeth were cleaned 
and checked. A solution of sodium flouride was then applied for four 
treatments. Thirty-six children were registered and received this pro- 
gram. The hygienists also gave demonstrations to all grades about 
correct oral hygiene. 


Visual acuity tests are being conducted this winter and physical 
examinations also are scheduled to be held soon. 


Due to the pressure of private practice, Dr. David Straus, Ports- 
mouth, resigned as the New Castle School Physician. He had served in 
that capacity for 10 years. The School Board has engaged Dr. Harold 
Hoefle to act in this capacity. 


In January, the school nurse attended a winter conference for 
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school-nurse-teachers at Concord, New Hampshire. The theme ~—— School 
Health as an Educational Program — was presented during a panel 
discussion by Nurses, Physicians, and Superintendents from urban and 
rural areas. It is the desire of the school nurse to attend all such state 
and district meetings for the exchange of knowledge and ideas is most 
worth-while.
